The  Conservatory 


HE  one  department  of  Beaver  College  which  is  the  most  helpful,  in 
the  opinion  of  many  of  the  students  of  the  school,  is  the  Music  Depart- 
ment. The  genial  and  able  head  of  this  department,  Mrs.  Emma  Ward 
Ryder,  is  (Ipso  Facto)  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  popular 
teachers  of  the  faculty. 

In  our  opinion,  there  is  no  other  study  to  be  pursued  that  will 
give  such  rich  returns  in  happiness,  contentment  and  exaltation  of  life,  as 
the  study  of  music.  What  a  wonderful  opportunity,  then,  for  giving  inspira- 
tion to  all  the  students  of  music  our  able  teachers  have;  and  how  well  they 
use  it. 

The  piano  division  is  the  largest  one  of  the  department,  having  a  corps 
of  five  teachers  and  an  enrollment  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  students. 
This  is  a  very  logical  arrangement  for  the  study  of  the  piano  and  should  be 
the  foundation  upon  which  all  further  music  is  laid. 

Next  in  importance,  judging  by  the  number  of  enrolled  students,  is  the 
voice  training  department.  The  three  teachers,  who  are  valiantly  endeavoring 
to  produce  singers  from  our  promising  material,  are  all  recognized  artists  in 
the  world  outside  of  our  College. 

We  hasten  to  add  the  organ  department.  "Do  we  like  Mr.  Martin?" 
"Well,  I  guess !"  and  so,  also  chimes  in  the  Glee  Club,  for  we  shall  never  forget 
the  good  time  he  gave  us  by  having  Ms  choir  come  from  Philadelphia  to  sing 
for  us  and  then,  after  the  concert,  dance  with  us. 

The  violin  department,  under  Alfred  Lorenz,  of  the  Philadephia  Sym- 
phony Orchestra,  completes  the  list  of  purely  music  study  depai-tments ;  but 
there  is,  in  addition  to  all  of  these,  a  department  of  Public  School  Music, 
which  is  rapidly  becoming  a  branch  of  the  work  to  be  reckoned  with,  for  in 
one  year  the  enrollment  increased  more  than  fifty  per  cent.  This  department 
is  directed  by  Mrs.  Besse  Edmonds  Smith,  of  Bryn  Athens,  and  in  her,  the  girls 
who  are  taking  this  course  find  a  real  friend  as  well  as  a  very  able  teacher  and 
guide.

Within  the  last  five  years  Hockey  has  become 
a  major  sport  in  Philadelpliia.

'J'he  1926  season  at  Beaver  began  early  in  tlie 

There   was   plenty    of   enthusiasm   among  the 

girls,   as   they   practiced   diligently   every   afternoon 

under  the  watcliful  eye  of  ]\Iiss  Walton,  our  coach. 

■'Wliat   could   we  do   without  her.'"'      "Couldn't."      (With   one   accord.)      She 

encouraged  the  team  through  everything,  and  we  owe  a  great  deal  to  her. 

The  first  game  was  played  on  the  Beaver  College  field  with  Ursinus  College 
on  October  22.  The  Gray  and  Red  team  ran  on  the  field,  inspired  by  cheers 
and  shouts  from  tlie  students.  The  game  began  and  before  long,  Jenks,  playing 
left  inner  for  Beaver,  scored  a  goal.  This  not  only  pepped  the  Beaver  team, 
but  spurred  Ursinus  on  in  such  a  way  that  the  game  ended  with  a  score  of 
2-1  in  Ursinus'  favor. 

The  second  game  was  with  Rosemont  College  on  Rosemont's  field  at  Ard- 
more,  Pa.  Beaver  displayed  better  team  work  although  she  scored  only  one 
goal  in  the  first  half.  Beaver  "stepped  out"  in  the  second  and  took  three  goals 
in  rapid  succession.    Rhodes,  of  Rosemont,  scored  its  one  and  only  goal. 

Beaver  played  Ursinus  a  return  on  Ursinus'  field  November  .5.  Early  in 
the  game  Ursinus'  center  forward  with  a  hard  drive  scored  the  first  goal.  Bea- 
ver awoke  and  rushed  the  ball  up  to  the  Ursinus  goal  and  surprised  them  with 
a  neatly  shot  goal.  The  ball  was  carried  from  one 
end  of  the  field  to  the  other.  Darby,  Beaver's  goal 
keeper,  played  a  beautiful  game,  sending  out  several 
shots.  Because  of  darkness  the  second  half  was 
shortened.  This  proved  fatal  as  Ursinus  scored  the 
last  goal  after  the  score  had  been  tied  three  times. 
The  score  was  more  even  than  the  score  would  indi- 
cate, for  our  girls  gave  the  other  team  a  hard  and 
fast  game.  Tiie  result  of  the  game  was  Ursinus  4. 
Beaver  'A. 

Tlie  fourtli  game  was  between  Beaver  and  Rose- 
mont on  the  Beaver  field  and  proved  a  disappoint- 
ment, the  result  being  a  scoreless  tie.  Both  teams 
rushed  the  ball  up  and  down  the  field  without  avail. 
A  goal  was  shot  by  Boutcher,  of  Beaver,  before  the  jjjgg  wai.tox    Coach 
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final  wliistle,  but  was  eliminated  by  "off  side"  rule. 

The  last  and  most  important  game  of  the  season  was  with  Swarthmore 
College  on  November  19.  Three  buses  filled  with  loyal  Beaverites  accompanied 
the  team  to  Swarthmore.  As  all  odds  were  against  them  Beaver  played  on  the 
defensive  throughout  the  entire  game.  It  was  a  hard-fought  game  and  the 
Beaver  girls  made  a  brave  stand  against  the  powerful  opposition.  Rose  scored 
Beaver's  only  goal.

Basketball  is  the  most  popular  indoor  game 
for  girls.  One  could  also  say  the  most  popular  of 
all  sports  at  Beaver  College,  for  each  year,  the  num- 
ber of  candidates  for  the  team  as  well  as  student  en- 
thusiasts increases.  In  fact,  the  referee's  whistle  is 
difficult  to  hear  through  the  cheering,  which,  by  the 
way,  is  led  by  Regina  Larson.  Never  did  see  the 
like  of  that  girl's  pep !  This  season  Mildred  Shafer 
is  helping  instill  that  same  loyalty  among  the  rooters.  The  team  only  wishes 
for  more  of  this  type  of  girl. 

Regular  basketball  practice  began  immediately  after  Christmas  holidays. 
Every  girl  seemed  determined  to  "make"  the  team.  The  spirit  was  fine  to  see. 
Gradually  the  better  players  were  sifted  from  the  candidates.  The  chosen  squad 
consisted  of  fourteen  girls.    Then  came  the  games ! 

"Bert"  Shafer,  star  forward  of  Beaver's  team  for  the  fourth  year  was 
elected  captain.  She  has  proved  herself  very  capable  in  leadership — for 
"Bert"  can  play,  and  she  does  know  the  technique  of  basketball.  "Peg"  Dunn 
played  a  fine,  steady  game  with  "Bert."  Nancy  Cooke  played  a  very  good 
center  position,  with  "Ginnie"  Rose  and  "Ollie"  Cross  alternating  at  side  center. 
The  pivots  are  most  important  in  basketball,  and  these  girls  certainly  are 
dependable.  On  the  defensive  are  "Dottie"  Wuchter  and  "Peter"  Ried  and 
"Gene"  Cross,  whose  performance  is  onh'  of  the  best. 

Miss  Walton  is  greatly  appreciated  as  a  coach  of  the  finest  type,  having 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  game  and  proving  an  inspiration  to  its  followers. 
With  this  background,  let  us  pass  to  the  games : 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played  at  Newark  Normal  School,  East 
Orange,  N.  J.,  on  December  16th,  and  was  lost  to  the  Newark  team  by  a  slight 
margin  of  19  to  15  score. 

The  Beaver  team  was  at  a  decided  disadvantage  during  the  first  half  when 
the  star  forward,  "Bert"  Shafer,  was  unable  to  play.  The  lialf  ended  l-i-.S 
with  Newark  Normal  in  the  lead.  The  second  half  Beaver  warmed  up  and 
exhibited  some  fine  passing.  Newark  made  only  two  baskets  and  one  foul  shot 
during  the  period,  while  Beaver  continued  to  score.  Beaver  tied  the  score  once, 
but  Newark  Normal  gained  a  slight  advantage  and  the  game  went  to  the 
Newarkites. 

Next  on  schedule  was  Pottstown  Y.  W.  C.  A.  The  game  was  played  on 
our  floor  January  20th.  Beaver  started  full  of  pep  and  the  two  teams  were 
on  the  jump  from  start  to  finish.    It  was  a  fast  game.    Pottstown  scored  first. 
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Tlie  teams  kept  a  close  score  until  the  end,  when  our 
forwards  added  the  winning  points.  The  game  ended 
in  a  victory  for  Beaver  by  a  score  of  22-19. 

Then  came  the  Rosemont  game,  also  on  our 
floor.  Teamwork  .of  Beaver  Varsity  was  very  ])ro 
nounccd  and  showed  excellent  headwork,  due  to  oui 
coach  and  signal  practice.  Rosemont  was  first  to 
score,  but  Beaver  followed  quickly  with  three  bas- 
kets which  put  her  in  the  lead  for  the  rest  of  the 
game.  At  the  close  of  the  first  half  the  score  was  14--") 
in  Beaver's  favor.  Rosemont  came  back  strongly  in 
the  last  half,  but  Beaver  had  alreadv  run  uyi  a  very 
high  score  and  the  game  ended  21-16  in  favor  of 
Alma  jMater. 

Our  team  added  the  third  consecutive  victory 
in  defeating  I'rsinus  College  on  the  Collegeville  floor  on  February  3.  From 
the  first  tip-off,  the  Beaver  girls  were  "on  their  toes"!  Our  forwards  began 
scoring  in  the  first  quarter.  The  Ursinus  team  soon  got  into  action  and  tied 
the  contest.  During  the  second  quarter  Ursinus  temporarily  gained  the  lead 
by  a  10-9  score,  but  lost  it  when  two  foul  shots  Avere  dropped  in  by  "Peg" 
Dunn.  "First  half,  11-10  in  favor  of  Beaver,"  was  the  referee's  announcement. 
Tlie  third  quarter  was  slow  and  scoring  even  slower.  However,  in  the  last 
quarter  botii  teams  woke  up  and  played  some  snappy  basketball.  The  game 
ended  with  Beaver  emerging*  triunqjhant,  with  a  score  of  23-13. 

Our  Varsity  fought  hard,  but  unsuccessfully  in  the  fifth  game  of  the 
season  when  they  played  Cedar  Crest  College  at  Allentown,  on  February  9. 
The  game,  starting  with  Beaver  playing  on  the  defense,  continued  so  until 
the  end  of  the  first  half,  when  the  score  was  10-5,  Cedar  Crest  leading.  The 
second  half  was  uneventful,  and  Beaver  never  led  the  scoring.  The  game 
ended  in  a  victory  for  Cedar  Crest  b}'  a  score  of  14-11. 

On  Monday,  February  14,  Beaver  upset  Cedar  Crest's  winning  streak  by 
beating  them  20-16.  Beaver  played  offensive  all  the  way  through.  Cedar 
Crest  trailed  the  score  throughout  the  entire  game.  Our  Alma  Mater  seems 
to  be  out  to  win  !  The  first  half  ended  with  our  Varsity  far  in  the  lead.  Cedar 
Crest  came  back  in  the  second  half  and  worked  hard,  but  Beaver  was  undaunted 
and  won  the  game  20-16. 

Beaver  did  not  forget  the  defeat  Newark  Normal  gave  her  early  in  the 
season.  When  Newark  Normal  School  met  Beaver  this  time  there  was  a 
different  story  to  tell !  The  match  proved  to  be  the  fastest  of  the  season. 
Beaver  got  the  lead  and  kept  it.  The  home  team  fought  and  came  smiling 
through  the  first  half,  ending  19-9  in  our  favor.  In  the  second  half  Beaver 
continued  her  speedy  teamwork  and  Newark  just  couldn't  keep  up  to  the  pace. 
It  was  a  fine  game,  and  the  half  ending  the  game  showed  the  score  of  31-25  in 
favor  of  Beaver. 
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Beaver's  winning  streak  was  interrupted  by  the  l^rsinus  basketball  team 
by  a  score  of  22  to  15,  iii  the  game  played  on  Beaver's  floor,  Friday,  March  4 
Ursinus  was  first  to  score  a  goal  and  kept  the  lead  through  the  entire  game. 
Beaver  played  hard,  keeping  the  Ursinus  girls  working  for  their  points.  How- 
ever, it  was  a  slow  and  uninteresting  game,  the  ball  traveling  back  and  forth 
without  avail.  Beaver  girls  worked  hard  in  the  last  half  to  get  the  lead,  but 
failed  and  Ursinus  finding  an  opportunity  spurted  ahead  and  won  by  a  large 
margin. 

On  March  8  Beaver  showed  her  determination  by  outplaying  West  Phila- 
delphia Club,  the  score  being  26-21.  The  game  was  played  on  the  Beaver 
floor.  Davis,  of  West  Philly,  scored  the  first  goal  on  a  foul,  and  this  was 
quickly  followed  by  a  field  goal.  Beaver  opened  up  with  a  series  of  quick 
passes  from  center  and  scored  several  goals,  holding  the  lead  as  the  quarter 
ended.  In  the  second  quarter  Roberta  Sliafer  substituted  for  AVells  and  soon 
the  score  rose  to  12-11  at  the  lialf  in  favor  of  Beaver.  West  Pliiladelphia 
was  first  to  score  in  the  beginning  of  the  second  half,  but  some  excellent  field 
goals  and  teamwork  finished  the  game  26-21  for  Beaver. 

Again  Beaver  emerged  victorious  by  beating  Moravian  College  by  the 
score  of  25-2.3  on  the  Beaver  floor,  March  11.  Moravian  came  to  Beaver  full 
of  confidence  with  no  defeats  this  season.  Captains  of  both  teams  were  on  the 
injured  list  and  sat  on  the  lines,  so  both  suffered  equally.  Our  Varsity  was 
first  to  score  and  although  the  guards  of  Moravian  were  good,  they  failed  to 
hold  Beaver's  forwards  who  were  running  up  score  after  score  until  the  final 
whistle. 

March  17  seemed  to  be  a  hoodoo  for  Beaver  when  she  played  Rosemont 
College  on  their  floor.  All  the  luck  of  the  Irish  went  to  Rosemont  on  St. 
Patty's  Day,  as  slie  beat  Beaver  18-9.  The  floor  was  large  and  the  weather 
was  humid,  thus  the  game  was  slow  and  poorly  played.  Rosemont  scored  the 
first  goal  and  climbed  steadily  upward  to  victory  until  the  final  whistle. 

On  INIarch  28  Beaver  marched  on  to  Moravian's  floor  with  the  determina- 
tion to  win  their  last  game  and  break  the  bad  luck  whicli  had  always  existed 
for  Beaver  on  Moravian's  floor.  Never  had  Beaver  lost  on  the  home  floor  to 
Moravian  or  won  on  the  Bethlehem  floor.  The  game  was  fast  from  the  start 
to  finish.  Beaver  scored  the  first  goal  and  stayed  ahead  throughout  the  game, 
by  a  few  scant  points.  As  the  half  ended  Beaver  was  in  the  lead  by  one  point. 
In  the  second  half  Moravian  began  scoring  and  forged  ahead,  but  not  for 
long  as  Beaver's  able  forwards  warded  oft'  their  guards  and  made  the  much- 
needed  point  wliicli  won  the  game,  16-15.

When  Beaver  College  called  for  her  swimmers  to  qualify  for  the  team, 
only  four  veterans  had  returned,  but  there  were  fifteen  eager  Freshmen  ready 
to  do  their  best  under  tlie  supervision  of  the  coach.  Miss  Hull. 

The  first  meet  was  with  New  York  University  in  the  Abington  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
pool.  The  80-yard  relay  was  the  first  event,  and  it  was  won  in  short  order  bv 
the  N.  Y.  U.  team.  Miss  Ethel  McGary,  wjio  liolds  several  speed  records,  and 
Miss  Foley,  of  N.  Y.  U.,  who  also  liolds  national  records,  won  the  "iO-yard 
breast  stroke  and  the  40-_yard  free  style  events,  respectively. 

Although  we  make  no  boast  of  competing  with  speed  champions,  we  do 
pride  ourselves  on  our  divers,  Jessica  Link  and  Betty  Matthews.  Jessica  Link 
won  first  place  for  Beaver,  and  Betty  Mattjiews  third.  Polly  Hughes,  of 
Beaver  College,  captured  first  place  in  the  20-yard  free  style  event,  which 
roused  a  mighty  cheer  from  her  supporters.  The  invading  team  outswam 
Beaver  College  35  to  18. 

On  February'  23,  the  Beaver  team  ^\ent  to  Pliiladelphia  to  swim  Temple 
University  in  the  Temple  jaool.  Because  of  the  first  defeat,  Beaver  was  out 
for  vengeance,  but  fate  seemed  against  them,  for  only  one  first  place  was  won, 
Polly  Hughes  again  bringing  home  the  honors  for  her  team.  Temple  won  the 
first  event,  which  was  the  relay.  Beaver  won  third  places  in  breast  and  back 
strokes,  and  third  place  in  diving.  The  score  of"  the  meet  was:  Beaver,  12, 
and  Temple,  38. 

On  March  1,  the  Beaver  team  went  to  Swarthmore  College.  This  was 
the  first  year  for  Swarthmore  and  also  their  first  meet,  however,  they  were 
very  adept  in  speed  and  faiicA'  diving.  The  80-yard  relay  was  won  in  very 
good  time  by  Beaver  College.

The  deciding  event  for  the 
meet  was  the  60-yard  race,  which  Swarthmore  captured,  thus  winning  a  close- 
ly matched  meet.     The  score  was:    Swarthmore,  29;  Beaver,  21. 

The  inter-collegiate  meet  at  the  Penn  Athletic  Club  was  an  occasion  of 
great  interest  in  Philadelphia.  Colleges  from  many  different  states  were  rep- 
resented.    This  meet  was  the  closing  of  Beaver's  swimming  occasion. 

Our  relay  team,  composed  of  Krips,  Link,  Willets,  and  Ried,  brought 
home  a  cup  as  an  award  for  third  place.  Jessica  Link  and  Elinor  Krips  were 
entrants  in  the  50-yard  dash.  Jessica  raced  home  just  a  few  yards  behind 
Ethel  McGanty,  of  New  York  LTniversity,  thus  capturing  a  cup  for  second 
place.  Our  third  cup  was  won  by  Jessie  Link  in  diving.  Many  beautiful 
and  intricate  dives  were  performed,  and  the  judges  had  difficulty  in  making 
their  decisions. 

Thus,  we  end  our  swimming  season,  which,  although  not  entirely  success- 
ful, proved  the  determination  and  good  sportsmanship  of  our  team.

It  requires  character,  and  althougli  cliaracter  is  a  difficult  word  to  define,  yet 
wjien  applied  to  Pentathlon  it  is  understood  to  mean  the  excellence  we  possess 
of  not  only  our  athletic  prow-ess,  but  in  the  everyday  walks  of  life,  or  what 
Robert  Louis  Stevenson  calls  "the  petty  round  of  irritating  concerns  and 
duties"  where  it  is  sometimes  so  difficult  to  be  all  we  would  like  to  be.  Pen- 
tathlon is  primarily  an  athletic  society,  and  because  of  tliis,  and  because  it  is 
the  only  one  in  scliool  we  are  very  proud  of  it.  In  order  to  become  a  member 
one  must  not  only  make  a  varsity,  but  acquire  250  points  besides,  in  one  of 
several  ways,  and  measure  up,  in  the  eyes  of  the  old  girls,  in  sportsmansliip, 
character,  and  good  fellowship.  With  standards  as  high  as  those  stated  any- 
one should  feel  it  an  honor  to  belong. 

Such  is  the  Pentathlon  Society  and  that  for  which  it  stands.  It  has  been 
associated  with  Beaver  for  a  number  of  years  now,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  it 
will  be  so  for  many  more,  but  with  this  difference — that  it  will  continue  to  grow, 
and  to  maintain  such  ideals  as  we  old  members  liave  endeavored  to  set  up.

We  are 
fortunate  in  having  such  a  strong  chapter  near  us  as  the  one  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  several  enjoyable  visits  have  been  had  from  some  of  tlieir 
representatives. 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  Beaver,  although  not  large,  is  composed  of  members 
of  the  student  body  who  are  interested  in  the  promotion  of  the  religious  inter- 
ests of  the  college.
